The saloor keeperg of Council HBluffa are
in a rmather prefound quandary as 16 the
course they will have to lake to avold the
consequences of Bhea's last onslaught upon
them. Tho sentiment that was quite geaeral
a few weeks ago of operating thelr saloons
In strict accordance with the provisions of the
mulct law has grown perceptibly within the
last few daya. Many of the saloon men feel
that it Is their only safety and affords the
only means of escaping the systomatic hold-
ups of prohibition attorneys that have cost
the saloon men many thousands of dollars,
The advice that was given by Judge Green
when he charged the grand jury at the be-
ginnlng of the November term of the distriet
court was in this direction. In Des Molones
there are a large number of saloons, and
they dre all being condueted ar closely in
accordance with the provisions of the law as
possible. The law itgelf contains incon-
grulties and Impossibilities, but where an
honeet effort In made to comply with It no
difficulty har besnn encountered amd It Is
found not to eeriously interfere with the
traffic.

Yesterday meveral of the saloon men made
the firat atart toward complying with It by
ordering the removal of all chalri and tables
from thelr places of business, the putting
awey of dice boxes and the general denuda-
tion of the bare ef all of the eomfortable ap-
purttnances that have besn malatalned at
consldérable cost, solely for the purpose of
adding to the attractiveneza of the places.
Durlng the day over 100 chairg and tables
worg pregented for storage at one of the
lawizo storage houses, Scereend and blinds will
rome down from the deors and windows and
the sunlight will be permitted to dance
athwart the rooms with the same freedom
that It Invades the churches. During the

Horticnlturists Feanr It WIIL Be and

Are Preparved to Meet It

AMES, Ia., Déc. 23 —(8peclal.)—Prof, Her-
bert Osborne, entomologist for the lowa ex-
periment statlon, makes the following state-
ment in regard to the San Jose scale which
i feared by the horticulturists of the state:

A recont report appearing i various pa-
pers states iat at the meetlng of the Hor-
ticultural soctety the San Jose scale was sald
Lo bo well eslablished and spreading rapldiy
It the state, Thie statement was evidently
baged on a milsunderstanding, for while this
pest I8 causing great trouble dn @ome of the
adjolying steles, there Is not, to my knowl-
edge, any nureary or orchard In Towa where
it has as yet appeared. The Horticultural
soclety does not mtend to walt until the dam-
age Is done before taking measureas to pre-
vent it and has very wisely arranged for the
prosecution of an active campaign to pre-
veat, If possible, tye {ntroduction und spread
of the pest. There g every reason to be
alarmed at the probable Intreduction of the
pest, but so long as our nurseries and or-
chards are free It can only do harm to scat-
ter broadeast unfounded gtatements claiming
them to be Iafested. The groatest safety al
present Is for plantera to escure stock from
home nurseries or [rom ourseries that can
show cervificates of Inspection., 1f this pest
ccoura or is suspecied dn any part of the
state information should be zent to this of-
fic at once, as by prompt determinatice and
immediale destructlon of the pest its future
distribution may be preveated.'
